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POST OFFICE DOWNS 
RAGING TIPSTERS 


Quiet Crusade by 
Mayer Has Put Them 


Out of Business. 


A GOLDEN HARVEST GONE 


Successors to the Green Goods Oper- | 


ators Had Been Coining Money 
for Years from the Gullible. 


Within the last few days the postal au- 
thorities have dealt a hard blow to the 
professional race horse tipsters, who for 


years have been reaping a golden harvest | 
efrom the credulous thousands who have} 


been gullible enough to pay their money 
for what has been advertised as “ sure 
winner tips.”” Most of them have been 
put out of business. A few dre still 
hanging on, staggering against the great- 
est handicap which could have been given 
them—a denial of the use of the mails. 


While Commissioner Bingham and his 


men have been close on the heels of the} 


poolroom men and gamblers, chasing them 
from pillar to post, raiding their dens now 
and then, and nearly always ready to 
pounce upon them should they start bus- 
fness on a large scale, the Post Office 
Inspectors have been running the pro- 
fessional tipsters to earth, and last week 
they completed the job. 
Fifty Fraud Orders Issued. 

Fifty fraud orders have been issued, and 
-Tifty names of well-known tipsters have 
been posted on the blacklist of the Post 
Office Department. Hundreds of thou- 


sands of letters addresséd to these tipsters | 


have been seized, and the best known 
of all the professional tipsters have been 
notified that they can never again use 
the mails. One tipster has gone to jail, 
and most of the others are casting about 
for other lines of work. 

There is no set of men identified with 
, horse racing who have reaped a richer 
harvest than these professional tipsters. 
For many years they operated undis- 
turbed. Their system was simple enough. 
It consisted of advertising in some of the 
sporting newspapers that they could give 
a tip on a “sure winner” in one of the 
races for the day. The price charged for 
the information ranged all the way from 
$1 to $5. 

The patrons of these men numbered tens 
of thousands. They had few steady pa- 
trons, for the so-called ‘ information “ 
they sold was not of a nature to inspire 
continued confidence. But their advertise- 
ments were alluring—very. High-priced 
writers were employed to compose adver- 
tisements to attract the ‘ pikers.”’ 

Although the genera) plan of advertising 
Was*the same with all the men. engaged 
in the tipping game, their individual meth- 
ods varied. Some of the tipsters said they 
“the most 
expensive in the world,’’ through which 
they were in a position invariably to pick 
the winner of a race in advance. Others 
said in their advertisements that they had 
a system of beating the bookmakers which 
could not fail, and all that was necessary 
was for the reader to send $5 by mail. 

The tipping business was in full swing 
four years ago when Walter 8S. Mayer 
came here from Chicago as Inspector in 
charge of the New York Post Office. And 
it kept on flourishing for some time after 
his arrival. Then Mr. Mayer noticed the 
one and two column ‘‘ads”’ of the tip- 
Ping bureaus and wondered how so many 
men could spend so much money in ad- 
vertising. Then he began an investiga- 
tion. He inquired into the identity of the 
men behind these tipping bureaus and 
agencies. Soon he came across some 
names with which he was familiar. He 
recognized them as men he had come 
across in Chicago. Some of the namés he 
discovered had been identified with the 
green goods game. Mr. Mayer communi- 
cated his discovery to the Postmaster 
General at Washington. 

“Go ahead. Get after them,” was the 
instruction received by the Inspector in 
charge. 

Mr. Mayer picked for his chief assistant 
in running down the tipsters Elmer L. 
Kincaid, one of the Inspectors ~ in 
the New York Division. Frank E. Mc- 
Millin, the Chief Postal Inspector at 
Washington, also became interested, and 
kept in touch with Mr. Mayer. 


Investigating the Advertisemenfs, 


The advertisements were scanned close- 
ly for many weeks, and the allegations of 
the tipsters as to past performances were 
looked into. It was found, Mr. Mayer 
Says, that most of these boasts of hav- 
ing picked winners on preceding days 
were false. It was found that some of 
the tipsters would advertise one day un- 
der one name, and the next day under an- 
other, sometimes changing the number of 
their offices to which money was to be 
sent. It was found that a syndicate ex- 
isted and that a dozen or more of the 
Mrofessional tipsters were working in 
harmony to fleece the public. 

And many other facts were unearthed 
to convince Chief Inspector Mayer that 
the whole system was a great fraud and 
that money was being obtained under 
false pretenses. It took a long time to 
find this out. And it took longer to get 
real evidence against the men behind the 
tipping bureaus. 

Not a word of what the Post Office De- 
partment was doing leaked out. And it 
Was not until yesterday that the depart- 
ment’s activity became known. It also 
came out yesterday that Gov. Hughes 
has kept in touch with the progress of 
the Poéstal Inspectors in their work of 
reoting out the offenders and lent at 


least his moral encouragement to the 
work. Every now and then as a batch of 
professional tipsters would be run 
earth and the mails denied them, the 
Governor would be notified by Mr. Mayer. 
“You are doing a | ag work for the 
ublic good,” wrote v. Hughes a few 
ays ago. ‘‘ You are ee many young 
men from the clutches of these unscrupu- 
lous crooks, and I am heartily in sym- 
petny with you and your work.

NEW AIRSHIP DOES WELL. 


Count Zeppelin Flew Two Hours Yes- 
terday, Manoeuvring Without a Hitch. 


FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, June 23.—A sec- 
ond ascent was made this evening by 
Count Zeppelin in his new airship with a 
view to testing an improved side-steering 
gear which has just been installed. On 
the first ascent Count Zeppelin declared 
that he was satisfied with everything ex- 
cept the side-steering arrangement, which 
had not come up to expectations. 

The test to-night lasted a little over two 
hours, during which time the most diffi- 
cult Manoeuvres were managed without a 
hiteh. The great airship first circled 
around the town of Friedrichshafen sev- 
eral times. It then departed at full speed 
toward Lan snare ere {it crossed to 
the Swiss side of ke Constance against 
a light breeze. Proceeding back across 
the lake to Lindau, the Count undertook 
at a height of from 300 to 600 feet above 
the surface of the water, a series of ma- 
noeuvres, including sinking and rising, 
turning and stopping, thoroughly testing 
the new arrangement of both the ascen- 
sions and the side-steering apparatus, 
which seemingly worked in a most satis- 
factory manner: The facility with which 
a change of direction of the enormous 
mass in midair was accomplished deeply 
impressed the spectators.

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SHAH CANNONADES — 
HIS PARLIAMENT 


Cossacks Storm the Parliament 
House in Teheran and Ar- 
rest Reformers. 


TROOPS NOW IN CONTROL 





Square in Front of the Parliament 
Heaped with the Dead—People 
on Roofs Fight the Troops. 


TEHERAN, June 
Shah of Persia are masters of the city 
to-night after a bloody encounter with 
the reformers and the people, in the 
course of which the Parliament building 
was stormed and the streets cleared with 
artillery, 

The fighting began about 8 A. M., and 
was provoked by a bomb thrown from 
the roof of one of the buildings among 
the Shah's Cossacks. 

The Shah sent the Cossacks and artil- 
lery to surround the Parliament Building 
as a result of Parliament's ultimatum, 
refusing to hand over certain persons, 
whose arrest the Shah had ordered. An 
| officer, accompanied by fifty soldiers, re- 
| quested the Assembly to surrender five 
| men who had been leaders in the agita- 
tion against the Shah. This being refused, 
the officer left: men to guard the doors, 
while he proceede dito military headquar- 
ters for further instructions. 

An hour or two later, and before the 
troops had taken any action, a bomb was 
| thrown from a room among the Cossacks. 
It killed two horses and did other dam- 
age, and created a panic owing to the 
absence of the officer. The latter hur- 
ried back and was fired at while passing 
from the roofs of two of the buildings. | 
The Cossacks were ordered to return the 
fire, and there was a lively exchange of 
shots which ¢ontinued for three hours. 

Later artillery was brought into action 
and shelled the Parliament House for 
several hours. The casualties on both 
sides were very large. Apparently blank 
shells were fired at the beginning, as the 
damage to the buildings was very slight 
for a considerable time. A man who 
fought on the roof of the Parliament 
building says that he and the other fired 
steadily into the troops until their am- 
munition failed and the rifles were too 
hot to hold. 

Eventually a shell crashed through the 
door of the Parliament and the Cossacks 
stormed the place, the occupants of the 
building fleeing to the grounds behind 
the house. The soldiers had no sooner 
entered the place than they began to loot 
it, next turning their attention to the 
neighboring shops and the palace of 
Prince Zill-Es-Sultan. Hundreds of peo- 
plé, it was stated, who a few days ago 
assembled beforé the parliament and de- 
monstrated against the Shah now pro- 
ceeded to the work of demolishing the 
building, with cries of ‘‘ Long live the 


Shah!"’ ‘We don’t want a constitution.” 
The troops dragged the reformers who 


had taken refuge in Parliament before the 
Shah. The opposition forces were entirely 
dispersed. 

Some looting continues in the parlia- 
mentary quarters, where several houses 
were sacked, The dead have not yet 
been carried off the streets and they are 
lying everywhere in exposed places. A 
very large number of persons were 
wounded, To-night the cossacks hold all 
the squares and streets. 

The Shah remained almost entirely 
alone during the fighting, only his per- 
sonal aides accompanying him. All the 
troops were engaged, and they suffered 
losses of more than one hundred dead 
and wounded.

WASHINGTON, June 28.—Quiet again 
prevailed in Teheran, according to a dis- 
patch received at the State Department 
late this afternoon from American Minis- 
ter Jackson in that city. The Minister’s 
dispatch confirms the report that artil- 
lery was used in the severe fighting which 
has taken place in Teheran between the 
political societies and soldiers of the Per- 
sian Government. 

A state of siege was proclaimed in the 
city. It fs said that foreigners are not in 
especial danger. 


KURDS RAIDING PERSIA. 


Turks Follow Close Behind, Annexing 
Territory and Collecting Taxes. 


8ST. PETERSBURG, June 23.—The Novo 
Vremya to-day publishes a dispatch from 
a correspondent who has just completed 
a perilous trip from Tabriz, Persia, to 
Urumiah through a country swarming 
with pillaging Kurds. He declares that 
Urumiah is now completely surrounded 
by Kurds, who are ravaging the villages 
on all sides up to the gates of the town. 
The sound of firing is constantly heard. 
The missionaries at Wrumiah have held 
a meeting and sent out to their respect- 
ive countries a statement of the critical 
position in which they find themselves. 

Turkish regular troops are close behind 
the raiding Kurds. Two battalions of in- 
fantry, two squadrons of cavalry, and a 
battery of artillery have occupied vil- 
lages three miles from Urumiah, and six 
days ago one battalion of infantry and 
five batteries of the Sixth Division of 
cavairy went into camp in the region 
around Sujbulant that is in dispute be- 
tween Turkey and Persia. 

It {s declared at the Foreign Office 
here that Russia has made continual rep- 
resentations to the Porte about the sit- 
uation at Urumiah, but without result so 
far. Russia has not yet decided upon 
any more aggressive steps. The occupa- 
tion of Urumiah by Kurds and Turks is 
considered a possibility, but only as a 
temporary expedient. The Foreign Office 
does not believe that the missionaries in 
Urumiah will be involved in any danger, 
and the other foreign residents also will 
be safe. 


Liners to Stop at Zeebrugge. 
BRUSSELS, June 23.—The Patriote 
states that as a result of quiet negotia- 
tions which have been carried on for the 
last few weeks it has been decided that 
all German transatlantic steamers from 
Bremen and Hamburg shall call at Zee-

PROTOS MAKES FAST RUN. 


Arrives at Kemsk, Half Way Between 
Vladivostok and Moscow.

BERLIN, June 23.—Lieut. Hans 
Koeppen, conductor of the German Pro- 
tos car in the New York to Paris race, 
telegraphs to the Zeitung am Mittag 
the announcement of his arrival at 
Kansk, about half way between Viadi- 
vostok and Moscow, after a phenome- 
nd@lly fast trip from Irkutsk. The Ger- 
man car left Irkutsk on Sunday at 6 
o’clock, and arrived at Kansk at 3:25 
o'clock this morning. The car traveled 
in 45 hours on the road 532 miles, or 


better than 266 miles a day. 

Local automobilists regard the show- 
ing of the German car after its long 
and arduous trip through America and 
in Eastern Siberia and Manchuria as 
exceptional in every way, and it is sup- 
posed that the car has now struck good 
roads and is traveling night and day. 

The car was equipped at Irkutsk with 
an extremely powerful searchlight 
shipped from Berlin for the purpose, 
and it can travel as well by night as in 
daylight. The next objective of the 
German racer is the great Siberian river 
Jenissei, which is only 155 miles west 
of Kansk, and which will be crossed at 
Krasnotarsk. After the passage of this 
river the car will emerge from the dif- 
ficult mountainous country into the 
real Siberian steppes in the vicinity of 
Tomsk, and will have a gradual ascent 
until the Ural Mountains are crossed 


into Russia. 

Lieut. Koeppen announces that the 
American Thomas car was twenty-four 
hours behind him at Irkutsk, but Paris 
reports that the American racer started 
nine hours after the German car in pur- 
suit of it. Nothing has been heard in 
Berlin of the Italian Zust car since the 
St. Petersburg report on the 19th of the 
month, when the car was said to be at 
Harbin. 


CAUGHT RUNAWAY FIR= TEAM. 


Driver Brady’s Heroism Saved Chil- 
dren from Being Run Over. 


As the hose wagon from the firehouse 
in 189th Street, west of Amsterdam Ave- 
nue, raced up the avenue behind Engine 


88 on the way to a fire near Seventh 
Avenue and 147th Street, and tried to 
turn east into 145th Street, the reins 
broke and the horses swung in a circle, 
passing between two cars, and, terrified, 
started back the way they had come. 

The five men who formed the wagon's 
crew all jumped for the horses’ heads, 
and each, more or less bruised, rolled into 
the gutter. The big white horses ran for 
a block, then turned west into Hamilton 
Place, a quiet ‘street running diagonally 
actoss the side streets and into Amster- 
dam Avenue. 

On one side of the street a crowd of 
children were playing; on the other Dr. 
James Ogilvie was approaching in an au- 
tomobile. But just in front of him, alone 
in. the Fire Chief’s buggy, was Driver 
Brady. He saw that the swaying team 
could not miss both the automobile and 
the children, so he leaped from his wagon 
and grabbed the horses’ heads as the hose 
wagon passed. 

Throwing his weight to one side, he so 
slowed and steered the team as just 
barely to miss the last child as it dodged 
asitie. 

Brady was dragged a block and a half 
and badly shaken up, but he brought the 
horses to a standstill. 


AUTO DIVES OFF A BRIDGE. 


Party of Five Pitched Into River and 
Child Almost Drowns. 


An automobile carrying five persons 
plunged off the Farragut Road Bridge at 
Little Coney Island, Uniontown, near 
Yonkers, about 11 o’clock yesterday, and 
pitched its occupants into Saw Mill River. 
One of them, a ten-year-old girl, was res- 
cued just in time. 

The automobile was driven by Dr. Will- 
lam F. Greene of Mount Vernon, who, 
with his wife, their little niece, and Mr. 
and Mrs. W. Shaw, were on their way to 
Nyack. They had come up the Saw Mill 
River Road, passed through Nepera 
Park, and were turning into the Farragut 
Road when the accident happened. 

About two hundred feet west of the 
Saw Mill River Road there is a wooden 
plank bridge across Saw Mill River. 
There are no heavy guard rails, and as 
the automobile crossed the bridge Dr. 
Greene attempted to apply the clutch to 
slow down speed. The clutch refused to 
work, and the automobile skidded off the 
left side of the bridge. 

The water was shallow and the motor- 
ists were soon out of it. The little girl 
was caught in the weeds and came near 
drowning. 

Mrs. Shaw was bruised about the body 
and one of her fingers was cut. The 
others were uninjured.

FROM THE SINGER TOWER. 


An Observation Station Opened In a 
42d Story Downtown. 


The observation tower of the Singer 
Building, 149 Broadway, was opened to 
the public yesterday, It is in the forty- 
second story, 548 feet above the earth, 
the highest observation tower in the 
world. On the tower from the railed 
platform, which accommodates forty peo- 
ple, one can see for thirty miles in all 
directions. The area included within the

Express elevators run from the tower, 
making the trip in one minute.

High Temperature Unfavorable. 


The unfavorable symptom in the case 
is the continued high temperature. In 
the 8 o'clock bulletin given out to-night 
it was given as 102%, with pulse normal. 
Mr. Sherman was then restless. The ex- 
treme heat of the day, running into the 
nineties, detracted much from his come 
fort. 

Representative Sherman arrived ip 
Cleveland last Sunday from Cincinnatt, 
following a conference with Secretary 
Taft. He went immediately to the home 
of ex-Gov. Herrick, where he remained 
until taken to the hospital at 10:30 o’clock 
this morning. He felt pain while coming 
here, and retired to his bed on arrival at 
the Herrick home. His condition became 
rapidly worse until it was thought by 
the physicians called in to attend him 
that an operation would be necessary. 

When received at the hospital Mr. Shere 
Man was very restless, with a tempera- 
ture of 102 and pulse 92. Drs. Carter and 
Allen conferred, but postponed action 
until further developments. About 1 P. M, 
Mr. Sherman rested comfortably, and 
upon awakening from a short sleep 
Seemed refreshed. At 2:30 P. M. his con- 
dition had improved to such an extent 
that the physicians stated their confi- 
dence in his quick recovery. 

No special change was noticed until

Taft’s Tribute to a Soldier, 


In his speech Mr. Taft sald: 

“The United States in 1898 entered 
upon a war with motives of the purest 
altruism.

Secretary Marches in the Road. 


When the luncheon was over everybody 
got ready for the ball game and the pa- 
rade of the agumni.

Book He Gave Miss Reid Upon Her

The book contains a portrait of John 
Maurits, Prince of Nassau. It is Ya- 
millarly known as the Montanus volume, 
from the name of the author and com- 
piler, Arnold Montanus, and it was pub- 
lished in Amsterdam in 1671 by Jacob 


Van Meurs, an_engraver. It contains 
585 pages, with 54 maps and plates. The 


title, which is a long one, begins as fol- 
lows: 


“The new and unknown world, or de- 
scription of America and the Southland, 
containing the origin of the Americans 
and the Southlanders; remarkable travels 
thither, the situation of the Continental 
coasts, islands, towns; temples, mountains, 
streams, &c.; the sorts of animals, trees,

The New York view, which is one of the 
most interesting plates in the book, shows 
the church inside the fort and a small 
collection of houses.

Legation are awaiting the arrival of the 
United States gunboat. Marietta at Porto

Jacob Sleeper, who has been acting as

to Porto Cabello. The interests of the 
United States were placed in charge of 
the Brazilian Legation. The American 
Consular Agent, John Brewer, remains 
in charge of the archives. 

President Castro returned here sudden- 
ly a few days ago, after a long absence 
in the interior, and his arrival attracted 
much attention. All kinds of rumors are 
current, and the withdrawal of the rep- 
resentatives of the United States {Is not 
quite understood by Venezuelans. There 
are reports that a revolution against the 
administration is being organized in Co- 
lombia. 

The Constitucional, President Castro's 
organ, in an editorial to-day says: 

“The United States in closing a sen- 
sationa] diplomatic process in such an 
unexpected way cannot weaken the spirit 
of brotherhood and the high consideration 
of Venezuelan people toward the United 
States. The Venezuelan Government and 
the President have the satisfaction of 
law in the attl- 
tude which they have maintained and the 
indisputable adhesion of the people."’ 

Before his withdrawal from the lega- 
tion Mr. Sleeper sent a note to the Gov- 
ernment asking for passports. This note 
was answered in very considerate lan- 

uage, and the Ambrican Chargé was in- 
ormed that passports were unnecessary, 
inasmuch as he personally was persona 
grata, and that diplomatic immunity 
would continue until he was on board the 
; Marietta, there being no quéstion of war 
involved. The communication to 
Sleeper extended to him the cordial wishes 
of the administration for a happy voyage.

It is also known that the part. the 
lnited States Government has taken in 
the past in protecting Venezuela against 
the demands of European powers has 
led to representations by those powers to 
this Government to the effect that, havin 
assumed certain responsibilities toward 
other civilized nations in thus interven- 
ing, it is now the duty of this Govern- 
ment to compel Venezuela to observe in- 
ternational amenities, not only in the mat- 
ter of safeguarding them from infection 
ne the plague, but in recognizing just 
claims of foreign countries. 

The-inability of the United States to 
meet these obligations without resorting 
to certain compusory measures which 
might involve war 1s believed to be the 
true explanation of the course of the 
State Department in terminating diplo- 
matic relations with Venezuela. rhe im- 
mediate effect of this action is to leave 
Venezuela now accountable directly to 
the various European powers which feel 
that they have just grievances against 
that country which must be redressed. 


CASTRO TELLS HIS DREAM. 


To Unite His Neighbors Against Euro. 
pean and Other Barbarians. 


PARIS, June 23.—The interview which 
the Caracas correspondent of the Matin 
has kad with President Castro of Vene- 
zuela, in which Castro is quoted as say- 
ing, ‘‘I do not fear Europe; all the pow- 
ers can coalesce, but Venezuela will re- 
main impregnable while I live,’’ is attract- 
ing considerable attention here. 

The interview is published this morn- 
ing, and after saying the President’s pol- 
icy was to fight all foreign countries 
that monopolized the economic life of 
Venezuela, the correspondent quotes Cas- 
tro as saying: ‘“‘ The business invasion 
of foreigners in Venezuela, Colombia, Bo- 
livia, and Ecuador threatens our national 
existence. Why dissimulate? My dream 
is to regenerate Northern South America 
and ynite it for common defense against

for Judge Cowing for a bribe of $6,000. 
Peters testifieq at the Clifford hearing 
that’ he had not instructed the other’ ten 
Aldermen to’ vote for Cowing, and that 
he had known of no such plan until he 
saw Clifford vote that way. Peters’s 
testimony was’ contradicted by other Al- 
dermen. arid’ he was arrested and indicted 
for perjury. 

At the same time William Clifford was 
indicted for accepting a bribe. His trial 
was set down to bégin yesterday, but his 
counsel,* Abraham Levy, addressed’ Jus- 
tice Goff whilé Clifford stood at the pris- 
oner’s: bar and announced that his cliert 
would plead guilty, and would throw him- 
self on the miercy’6f the court. He said/ 

“ Clifford stands alone, friendless. 
When. Alderman, friends flocked about 
him; now he is déserted.” 

“ Ciifford,” said - Justice Goff, “you 
have heard your counsel; does he ex- 
press your wishes?” és 

“Yes, your Honor,” answered Clifford: 
“I will: plead guilty to-morrow.” It was 
intimated® that he may be a _ witness 
agairist Peters, whose trial began as soon 
as Clifford left the court.

NEW YORE’S HEALTH, 


“About this time the death rate 
rises” was the old-time entry in the 
municipal almanac as the hot weather 
season approached. But we have 
changed@ all that by methods of sanita- 
tion which are bearing good fruit. 
Only a few days ago” Manhattan re- 
ported an exceptionally low mortality, 
and now Brooklyn Borough goes just a 
ttle better. It may be partly a happy 
accident due to a good season, but it is 
traceable also to the best sort of char- 
Ity, that sort which enables the poor to 
help themselves, and which makes it 
more difficult for them to harm them- 
selves, by improving their conditions tn 
the interest of the community in gen- 
eral. 

For example, much of the improve- 
ment in the mortality records is due to 
the instruction of the tenement dwellers 
regarding the prevention and cure of 
intestinal diseases of children, rein- 
forced by the improved quality of milk. 
The food of adults has been similarly 
improved in quality by the inspection 
and meat laws. This latter benefit has 
been bought at a price, for the cost of 
meat has been raised, especially upon 
the qualities used by the poor. The 
small butchers have no inspection privi- 
leges, and their product is taken off 
the market, enabling the large packers 
to raise their prices. The choicest cuts 
have not risen in such proportion as the 
potted meats, from 6 to 8 cents, to 85 
cents. Hams, sour but edible, and the 
meat of aged animals and dry cows 
have almost vanished from the mar- 
kets. It is a good thing, but it raises 
the question for many whether and 
how they can afford to live. 

There is no such drawback regarding 
the war waged against the fly pest. 
The flies’ chief breeding place has been 
among the refuse heaps on the New 
Jersey meadows, whence the winds and 
the rallway cars scattered them into 
the homes of the wealthiest. Both 
the Erie and Pennsylvania Railways 
have given notice of the suppres- 
sion of these refuse heaps. Why is 
it that such useful work at private 
expense should not be imitated by pub- 
lic officials, and should even be hin- 
dered by the use of public money? For

A REBUKE FROM HARVARD. 


The withdrawal of. two oarsmen from 
Harvard’s boats on the eve of her 
races with Yale at New London has 
been the occasion of a rebuke, deserv- 
edly administered, to no less a person- 
age than THEODORE ROOSEVELT. Dic- 
tation as Chief Executive to the co- 
ordinate branch of Congress is one 
thing; dictation as “the most distin- 
guished alumnus” to the President of 
Harvard University is quite another. 
Some will say that it was quite char- 
acteristic of Alumnus ROOSEVELT that 
he should have lacked knowledge of the 
case, the decision in which he never- 
theless reversed in this letter to Presi- 
dent Euior: 


Is it not possible and would ft not be 
more fitting and just to substitute an-

“ JUSTICE” IN RUSSIA. 
«In the riots at Bialystok, Russia, in 
1905, 73 Jews were killed and 82 
wounded. Incidentally 11 Christians 
lost their lives and 23 were wounded. 
These latter killings and maimings 
were without doubt unintentional. Aft- 
er nearly three years the trials of the 
participators in the riots have been fin- 
ished and the court has solemnly an- 
nounced its decision. One prisoner has 
been sentenced to three years’ impris- 
onment, 18 to shorter terms in prison, 
none of which exceeds a year’s dura- 
tion, and 15 have been acquitted. 

The evidence, according to the re 
ports, was “contradictory.” Much of 
it was clearly preposterous. The 
Judges seem to have credited wild re- 
ports of Jewish aggression and blood- 
thirsty attacks on the police and sol- 
diers under the influence of the Jewish 
Self-Defense Organization. Nobody out 
of Russian official circles even pretends 
to believe that the Russian Jews are 
murderously inclined, that they actively 
rebel against authority, that they ever 
attack officers of the law. They are 
miserably poor, oppressed, meek, and 
defenseless. Yet the public prosecutor 
in the trials of these rioters declared 
that the Jews had Instituted a “ reign 
of terror” near Bialystok. 

The delay in trying the offenders, the 
obvious unfairness of the trial, in which 
the prosecutor practically defended the 
accused, and the absurd inadequacy of 
a few short imprisonments as a punish- 
ment for the slaughter of eighty-four 
human beings and the wounding of 
many others, proves once more the 
hopelessness of reform in Russia under 
existing institutions. The courts are as 
corrupt and ineffective as the courts of 
France before the Revolution. Per- 
jured testimony may be obviously false, 
yet it prevails, and the perjurer is safe 
from justice. A vast conspiracy, in- 
volving the Government, the law, the 
bureaucrats, the landholders, oppresses 
the poor and helpless.

Grain and Cotton Markets Lower on 
Prospects—Money at Low 
Point. 


The pressure which bore so heavily upon 
all Rock Island securities on Monday dis- 
appeared yesterday, and evidence of sup- 
port in the various shares and bonds of 
this group put a speedy end to the va- 
rious reports which on Monday were so 
effectual in promoting general weakness 
on the Stock Exchange. Prices were ir- 
regular, with at least one period of con- 
siderable weakness, but in the main the 
movement was stronger, and at the end 
of the day stocks which failed to disclose 
small advances over Monday night's lev- 
els had lost nothing more than insignifi- 
cant fractions. The announcement of the 
death in Paris of a former leading figure 
in Rock Island affairs afforded an ex- 
planation for the selling of the securities 
of that property on the previous day, the 
sales representing presumably the closing 
out of certain loans in anticipation of 
this development.. So far as the different 
Rock Island properties are concerned, the 
understanding now is that obligations ma- 
turing within the next few weeks will be 
taken care of without question, and that 
in no way were the extreme stories of 
Monday justified by the facts. With this 
matter disposed of Wall Street was forced 
to turn to the relatively unimportant hap- 
penings of the day, and it found these 
of so little interest as to leave it without 
a clue to the course of the marke Dis- 
patches telling of fires in one of the mines 
of the Anaconda Company offered an ex- 
cuse for selling Anaconda stock and also 
Amalgamated Copper shares, while pre- 
tended uncertainty over the outcome of 
the meeting of the Ontario & Western 
Directors to-day for dividend purposes 
provided an excuse for sales of the stock 
of that road. Such matters, however, 
could hardly be magnified into sufficlent 
importance to eglipse so real a develop- 
ment as the arrangement of a petition to 
the Governor of the Stock Exchange for 
an extra holiday on Friday of next weck, 
a document which promptly received the 
signature of practically every member on 
the floor. A fairly satisfactory weekly 
weather report by the Weather Bureau 
was followed by lower prices on all grain 
markets, and on the Cotton Exchange de- 
clines of from $1 to $2 a bale occurred as 
a result of the spread of the belief in an 
excellent outturn of the staple. 

In the money market the day was 
marked by a decline in call rates to 1 
per cent., a figure touched several times 
in the present year, but which always 
represents stagnant conditions both on 
stock markets and in general business. 
The small flurry which occurred on Mon- 
day in connection with trust company 
withdrawals preparatory to meeting the 
10 per cent. reserve requirement on July 
1 passed away and time money rates were 
relatively easy. No negotiations were re- 
ported looking toward further exports of 
gold, and cables described the European 
money position as increasingly easy,

~ TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


| Market Entirely Professional. 


One of the facts demonstrated by the 
ticker yesterday was that the market is 
entirely professional and nothing but a 
traders’ affair throughout. Its profes- 
sional character scarcely needs illustra- 
‘tion, in view of the way in which prices 
fluctuated in yesterday’s market. There 
would be an advance‘of half a point ora 
point and a corresponding’ reaction. 
There would be a moment of trading when 
it would seem as if activity was going 
to develop and a better market would be 
established. This would die out prompt- 
ly, and the advance would be succeeded 
by a corresponding reaction. The closing 
prices, when compared with the final fig- 
ures of the previous day, told the story 
of the day’s doings, and they were a 
disappointment both to those who are 
long of stocks and hope for an advance 
and to those who were short and waiting 
for a continuation of the downward tend- 
ency. Those who scalped the market 
successfully were the only ones satisfied. 
The -commission houses are more or less 
prepared for a dull Summer, but they live, 
nevertheless, in the hope of the unex- 
pected—the materializing of a good mar- 
ket. Those houses with professionals for 
clients would be satisfied with activity, 
irrespective of the public’s presence or 


otherwise. 
*,* 


Favorite Stocks of Traders. 

Half a dozen stocks in yesterday’s mar- 
ket showed a distinct tendency to heavi- 
ness, as distinguished from the general 
backing and filling of the rest of the list. 
There was no news on any of them, and 
probably the explanation lay in technical 
conditions which are not apparent to the 
ordinary speculative trader. Most traders 
have a favorite stock, and their trading 
therein is always more satisfactory to 
them than when they venture into new 
fields. Many traders, for example, like 
Union Pacifio and Reading because there 
is generally what they call “an eighth”’ 
market. In other words, if they want to 
get out of stocks quickly they can do so 
usually close to the price recorded on 
the ticker even when a reaction of a sub- 
stantial character is in progress. Then, 
agein, there are traders who like such 
stocks as the Steel issues, ‘or Steel com- 
mon particularly, because it moves slow- 
ly and deliberately and they have time 
to think over their position. Some like 
the inactive stocks—that is, issues that 
show only a few hundred shares every 
day, having their own special reasons for 
desiring to trade therein. 

*,¢ 
Why Professionals Succeed. 


Every speculator possesses an element 
of hero worship, and his heroes for the 
most part are successful professionals who 
have established a reputation for them- 
selves as shrewd readers of the tape and 
money makers. In many instances the 
success of the professional is the result 
of patience and prompt decision. He is 
willing to sacrifice some of his profits 
when the market begins to go against 
him. He is ready to take a loss and try 
again. He does not stand obstinately in 
the way of the market, but swings with 
it no matter what his individual opinion 
may be. There are those among the 
amateur speculators who firmly believe 
that the big professionals are right every 
time, and only trade when their informa- 
tion is positive. There are professionals 
in the financial district with reputations 
for sucessful operations who are wrong 
as many times as the veriest amateur, 
but when they are wrong they limit their 
punishment, and when they are right 
they take all the profit that can possibly 
be obained. Just at the moment most of 
the professionals confess that they are at 
sea. with regard to the market. In some 
instances the confession is scarcely neces- 
sary, inasmuch as the opinions they have 
expréssed have been demonstrated by the 
market itself to be inaccurate, 

*,* 
Looking at Investments. 


Private investors who have friends in 
the bond business have all sorts of sound 
investments submitted to them and some- 
times pick up bargains at their leisure. 
They havs varying ways of judging the 
eharacter of an investment. “Two men, 
each relatively rich, had a block of guar- 
anteed stock submitted to them a little 
while ago. One looked at the _ stock 
mercly, from the yield, and figured out 
that it would net him a little less than 
5 per cent. at the offering price, and that 
the market for the stock was limited. He 
did not think that the yield was sufficient 
to overcome the objection to the limited 
market, and refused to buy the stock on 
that account. The other man went care- 
fully into the history of the company 
issuing the stock, found that the stock 
offered was part of a very small part of 
non-assenting stock outstanding, and took 
into consideration the desirability of the 
stock from the point of view of the desire 
of the parent company to get it into its 
Treasury. In other words, it possessed a 
speculative value to him as well as a 
fair yield. He bought the stock.

CONFIDENT OF SAYING 
WESTINGHOUSE CO. 


Every Indication That the Plan 
of Rehabilitation Has Been 
Successful. 


EMPLOYES BUY NEW STOCK 


They Have Subscribed to $600,000 
Worth, It Is Said—Meeting To- 
day to Give Details.

After a three-hour session yesterday 
afternoon in the office of their counsel 
the Readjustment Committee of the West- 
inghouse Electric and Manufacturing 
Company adjourned without taking def- 
inite action on the reports of the various 
committees which have been working to 
get the full quota of subscriptions to the 
$6,000,000 of new stock which, under the 
plan formulated by the Merchandise 
Creditors’ Committee, is the proportion 
of the $10,000,000 of new capital allotted 
to be subs2ribed by the stockholders. 

Adrian H. Joline of Joline, Larkin & 
Rathbone, counsel to the committee, re- 
fused after the meeting to make public, 
even approximately, the total of new 
stock subscriptions reported by the vari- 
ous committees. He said that the figures 
had not yet been put in the hands of 
the Readjustment Committee, which will 
meet to-day at 11 o’clock to act on the 
reports received yesterday. 

Notwithstanding the reticence of coun- 
sel, there was ample evidence yesterday 
that the rehabilitation of the Westing- 
house Company had been accomplished 
along the lines laid down by the Mer- 
chandise Creditors’ Committee, and that 
the company would be saved from sale 
for the benefit of creditors. 

The confidence of President George 
Westinghouse and the other officers of 


the company that the plan would go 
threugh was evidenced by information 
obtained yesterday that a plan by which 
the deficit in subscriptions was to have 
been made up by a loan from the Stand- 
ard Oil interests had been abandoned. 

When the subscriptions to the new 
stock were coming in with such slowness 
as to make the officials of the company 
fear that the needed $6,000,000 might not 
be raised negotiations were entered into 
with John D. Rockefeller through a 
broker who has handled much of the 
Westinghouse loans, with the idea of sell- 
ing at @& low price a large part of Presi- 
dent Westinghouse’s holdings of Westing- 
house Electric & Manufacturing Company 
stock, with the agreement that a cor- 
responding amount of new stock would 
be taken at par by the buyers. The deal, 
however, involved an option to be left 
with the Westinghouse interests to take 
back the stock when the company was 
again on its feet at a profit to the buy- 
ers, making the transaction more in the 
nature of a loan than a sale. The amount 
of Westinghouse stock which was to have 
figured in the transaction would have 
been sufficient under the plan to bring 
in all that was needed to make up the 
deficit in subscriptions, it is said, up to 
$38,000,000. 

The fact that this deal has been declared 
off was taken yesterday among those who 
knew of the negotiations as expressive 
of the complete confidence of the offi- 
cers of the company that the subscrip- 
tions from stockholders would be found 
at the last minute ample to make the 
plan operative without the Rockefeller 
oan. 

It was admitted yesterday that the sub- 
scriptions which came in on Monday were 
in large volume and had radically re- 
duced the $2,000,000 deficit fn the $6,000,- 
000 needed.

One hundred and fifty-five more Brook- 
lyn ballot boxes, recounted yesterday tn | 
the 1905 Mayoralty election suit before | 
Supreme Court Justice Lambert and a 
jury, gave W. R. Hearst a net gain of | 
115 votes. This makes Hearst’s net gain | 
to date from the 1,615 boxes recounted 
708 votes. There still remain to be count- 
ed 333 boxes. Of this number, 178 are| 
Brooklyn districts, the others being in | 
Queens and Staten Island. One hundred 
and sixty-five of the Brooklyn boxes wil! | 
be taken up to-day, and the remaining | 
168 boxes to-morrow. 

What course will be adopted by counse! | 
at the conclusion of the recount on 
Thursday; night is uncertain. So far, 
neither side has made public any plan. It 
is expected, however, that Eugene Lamb 
Richards, Jr., counsel for Mayor McClel- 
lan, will ask the court to dismiss the suit. 
The result of the recount is a foregone 
conclusion, so far as the figures are con- 
cerned. 

Clarence J. Shearn, counsel for Mr. 
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Hearst, and Charles A. Dolson, special 
counsel for Attorney General Jackson, 


who brought the suit, will find themselves 
in a curleus position. At thé hearing, 
prior to the actual recounting, Mr. Rich- 
ards spent all his time trying te prove 
that it was possible for the ballot boxes 
to pave been tampered with since election 
night in 1905. On the other hand, Mr. 
Shearn and Mr. Dolson sought to show 
that this was impossible. Now that the 
recount will shew that Mayor McClellan 
was elected by a peremty only slightly 
impaired by the recount, there seems to 
be no other course left open to the Hearst 
counsel but to acknowledge defeat. 
there seems to be no grounds on which 
counsel for Mr, Hearst can protest, the 
only course open will be for Justice Lam- 
bert to direct the jury to return a verdict 
that Mayor McClellan was duly elected 
by the plurality which will be established 
with the counting of the last box. 

In getting at this plurality the present 
proceedings are based on the official fig- 
ures as announced on election night, 
which gave McClellan 8,834 votes more 
than Hearst. At the partial recount made 
a few weeks later, this plurality was re- 
duced to 3,474, but Justice Lambert has 
ignored this latter count, holding that it 
was incumbent’ on him to go over the 
whole vote The result so far has 
been to further reduce Mayor McClellan’s 
official plurality of 8,474 by 348 votes. 

The Hearst supporters, while admitting 
that there remains little or no chance of 
thelr candidate’s upsetting the Mayor's 
semen wens A hold that the Attorney General 
ias justified himself in bringing the pres- 
ent suit, having in view fhe fact that 
Hearst has so far increased his vote by 
928, thus showing inaccuracy in the orig- 
inal returns. 

But while this is so, McClellan has also 
increased his vote by 225, and most of 
the gains on. both sides have been due to 
Justice Lambert's liberal ruling as to 
what constitutes a legal ballot.
